Chairman Lally introduced those in attendance.

Public Comment Period

Fred Rice, 15 Heather Lane — Appointment question of the Trustees to the Trust Fund by the
BOS to appoint. RSA Chapter 669:7 authorizes the appointment.

Announcements and Community Calendar

Deputy Sawyer spoke about the United States Air Force “Tops in Blue” Band. Permission is
requested to change the traffic pattern on Ocean Blvd. during the event which will be held at
the Sea Shell Stage on Hampton Beach Saturday, August 16™. The change in traffic would take
place on Ocean Blvd. between D and F Streets (the area right in front of the Casino and the Sea
Shell Stage). The area would be blocked off from traffic and the cars would be re-routed to go
down F Street onto Ashworth Ave (creating two-way traffic between the two streets) and back
up D Street onto Ocean Blvd.

Mr. Bateman MOTIONED to authorize the change in traffic pattern during this event. Mr.

Mr. Griffin spoke about Maureen Buckley who is planning the Top and Blues would like to let
the Board know that they are invited to attend the event and that there will be reserved seating
for them.

Mr. Lally spoke about Recycling during the Seafood Festival and the recent meeting that was
held with the Chamber of Commerce.

John Nyhan has agreed to be in charge of the recycling efforts for the event. They have created
a three year plan to do recycling at the Seafood Festival, this year being the first year only
plastic will be done and a large recycling tent with an information booth will be set up in the
middle of the festival.

lll. Appointments
1. Public Works Operation Manager — Departmental Update
Mr. Price, Operations Manager for the DPW

The department has been experiencing difficulties with the fire alarm system in the complex.
They have been working with the current vendor to rectify the problems. Parts of the systemin
the Wastewater Treatment Plant have been corroded by the atmosphere and have been
replaced.

They are not satisfied with the quality of work and response time of the current vendor
consequently and they will be contracting with a new vendor in the near future.

Questions from the Board.

Mr. Nichols asked about the smoke testing on Kings Highway to determine illegal flow and asks
that the next time Mr. Price comes in if he could create a plan of action to do this.

Mr. Price agreed to come up with a plan for next time.
Mr. Workman commented on the price of the asphalt and how it is impacting the DPW budget.
Mr. Price noted that he is still looking for a lower price.
Mr. Lally asked about the head works and the expense.

Mr. Price responded that a lot of the work has already been done and the rest is paid for by the
budget from the state.

2. Commander Ralph Fatello of the American Legion “Wounded Warriors Project”

Commander Fatello, American Legion Post 35 and Michael Taylor. Commander Fatello
explained about the project which will occur on Friday, August 22, 2008 from 10-3 at 10"
Street. The Wounded Warriors Project take wounded veterans from the war in Iraq on hiking
trips, skiing trips or whatever they would like to do and this time the men want to go surfing.
They will be serving hot dogs and will be collaborating with the local surf shops, the Police and
Fire departments, the local lifeguards and the Navy Seals to make this event happen.

3. Mary Louise Woolsey, Little River Road. Fire Station #2 Winnacunnet Road Facility.
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Ms. Woolsey read a prepared statement to the Board of Selectmen which is attached to the
minutes as a separate document.

Discussion by the Board

Mr. Griffin asked whether she was speaking for the Budget Committee and no, she was not,
however, she intends to speak with the committee on this issue.

Mr. Griffin spoke about Stratham and their building of the station in that Town and Susan
Conway who was the developer of that station and he noted that he asked her to come by and
speak with Hampton’s Town Manager and Fire Chief.

Mr. Nichols spoke about Lucy Cushman; and how cooperation was how the Stratham Station
was built and keep going.

Mr. Workman stated that the Board will keep moving forward and that if the Budget
Committee wishes to recommend the project that is their decision.

Mr. Lally spoke about how Chief Lipe and his work with an Architect. He also comments about
the suggestion of the health and safety of the Fireman at the Winnacunnet Station being at risk.
This statement is incorrect, maybe at the Ashworth Ave Station but not at the one on
Winnacunnet Road.

Ms. Woolsey corrected herself and stated that the comment was about the Beach Station.

Mr. Lally spoke about money being appropriated and that the Town is not financially secure at
this time.

Ms. Woolsey believes that specific figures on the building of the structure should be made
public immediately.

Mr. Lally spoke about the RSA 32 and the responsibility of the Budget Committee under the RSA
and that it is not to dissect the individual items line by line.

4. Fred Rice; 15 Heather Lane — Fire Station

Mr. Rice spoke about the economics of the building the station and the planning of it. Mr. Rice
would like give some suggestions as he was a part of the building of the Police Station and the
acquisition of the new Town Hall building.

Mr. Rice explained that he took exception to the comment of Mr. Lally that this town is hurting
and shows proof that Hampton is actually much better of then other towns in Rockingham
County.

Mr. Rice’s discussion was on the income of the area, and the town’s ranking within the state in
respect to tax revenue. He also notes that Hampton's taxes include trash and sewage where no
other towns in the county do. If that were to be taken out taxes would drop drastically. Heis
hoping that this information will dispel the fear tactics that have been tossed out by the budget
committee and the Board of Selectmen.
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Mr. Rice in speaking about the Fire Station and his concerns noted that to save money and
conserve on space now, will eventually mean that more money will be spent later to fix the
corrections.

Fire Chief gave a professional opinion on the needs of the Fire Department and his
recommendations should be accepted as he is the qualified trained Fire Chief. Hampton should
not be compared with any other towns, especially Stratham as they are much smaller than we
are and have no beach. The cost will be what it will be. Get behind the project, take the
Charrette and the Fire Chief’s suggestions and go everywhere in town to support the project
and educated the voters why they should vote for it.

Questions by the Board

Mr. Griffin explained that he is not promoting any developer, just promoting input about fire
stations.

Mr. Bateman spoke about the information that Mr. Rice gave to the Board and thanked him for
his service and time to the town.

Mr. Nichols spoke about his disagreement about the rosy outlook Mr. Rice portrays about the
economy in Hampton. The tax rate at $19.79, is an absolute tax rate and not an equalized tax
rate; that the tax rates are operating at different levels and are like comparing apples to
oranges. He commented on the selectmen’s role and that they should listen to the
professionals. The role of the Selectmen is to balances the wants and needs of the
professionals and the tax payers.

Mr. Workman thanked Mr. Rice for his information and insight. He agrees that they must have
confidence in the Fire Chief’s suggestions and input.

Mr. Lally speaks about the matter of disagreeing with the figure that was given and he feels
that it could be done cheaper. Also, the town is not in good shape, not dire, but not good. The
Selectmen are paying for the bad times and past projects and decisions.
